Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Maniteba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting & 
ano 26, which has not been 2eme- 


steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for eettiers, or for other pur- 
peses, mag be homesteaded upon by 
ang person who ia the ~ole head of a 
family, or any male over §8 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sen- 
tion, of. 160 acres .more or leas 
ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the distriei in which the lant to be 
taken ia situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he mag, on appiica- 
tien to the Minister of the Interior 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for tho district in which the land 
situate, recerve authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD UDtUTIES.—A_ eettier 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Domininn Lande Aet 
and the amenaments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 


plans: 

(1) At teast six months’ residence 
upon and oultivation of the land in 
sach year during the term of three 


years. 

2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
ia eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Ast, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the laud entered for by such peisun 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to op- 
taining patent, may be satefied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(2) {f a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
ceuntersigned in the manner ores- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
tirst homestead, if the s2zeond home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) Ut the settler bas his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of bts home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said tard. 

fhe term ‘vicinity used above is 

meant ta indicate the same townehip 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
abip. 
A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 2 or 4, roust 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
nuildings :c* their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
ana have besides 80 acres substan- 
encea. 

Th privilege of ® second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties spon 
thei first homesteads to entitle 
then. tc patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 18839, 

évery homesteader who fails to 
conpiy with the requirements of the 
homestead law is fiatle to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fere the lceal agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Befere making 
application for patent the settier 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so.

The ycar 1870 is taken as a start- 
ing point in this sketch because it
